This is 
true of milk and every other commodity. 
You may hawe cheaper milk by owning 
a cow. You can have cheaper meat by 
doing your own slaughtering. You can 
have cheaper clothes by raising your own 
cotton, spinning your own cloth, and 
fashioning your own garments. You may 
have any one of these things by pro- 
ducing it yourself, But you* may have 
only one. 
you may have several. of them. Eivery- 
thing else you’ require to make up the 


5 sum of human comfort you must take 
at the market price. 


There is a new agitation to lower the 
price of milk. It proposes the elimina- 
tion of delivery. It can be reduced again 
—by each consumer going to the farm 
‘for it. Thus the railroad charges will 
be eliminated. And again—by dismissing 
the farmer and owning a cow. Again 
by discharging the milkmaid and doing 
your own milking. 1 

Let us illustrate: A Chicagoan ot mod - 

erate means proposes to dismiss some 
of his overhead charges. His regular 
duties require him to be in his place of 
business eight hours. The average busi- 
ness man works more than eight hours, 
but we shall be lenient. He starts with 
milk. By going to a depot for it he saves 
3 cents a quart. He stops in at the mar- 
ket for his meat, saving delivery charges. 

He carries home a ton of coal, a basket 
at a time. He tends the furnace, shov- 

els the snow and repairs a bad bit of 
plumbing. His shoes spriffk a leak, so he 
cobbles them a bit. Also he polishes .
